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America Attacks Afghanistan and Sudan g 
A Defining Moment in U.S. Foreign Policy 

On 20 August 1998, citing "convincing evidence," President Clinton ordered cruise- 
missile strikes against suspected chemical weapons facilities in Sudan and suspected terrorist 
training camps in Afghanistan, both linked, Clinton asserted, to alleged terrorist-financier Osama 
bin Laden, an exiled Saudi dissident. As a pretext for the attacks, officials of the Clinton 
Administration cited US intelligence reports implicating Osama bin Laden in a variety of terrorist 
attacks against US interests, attacks which included Somalia, Saudi Arabia, and the recent 
bombings in Kenya and Tanzania. 'Today we have struck back," Clinton said in the makeshift 
war-room at the Edgartown School in Massachusetts. He added. 'Terrorists must have no doubt 
that in the face of their threats, America will protect its citizens." 

From the Oval OflBce, Clinton said: "Let our actions today send this message loud and 
clear: There are no expendable American targets. There will be no sanctuary for terrorists. We 
wiU defend our people, our interests and our values." 

To make the case for unilateral US military action against two tiny developing countries - 
a plethora of admmistration spokespersons: media "counter-terrorism experts," academicians, and 
sympathetic network newsmen were assembled to dutifully regurgitate the administration's policy 
before a skeptical, American people. Many would question the motive for and the veracity of 
provocative statements emanating from a besieged president and his staflf - a presidency seriously 
weakened by charges of infidelity, peijury, obstruction of justice, subornation of perjury, and his 
public pronouncement of a " lapse in good judgement." 

In the defining moments, following the attacks, the impulse of a majority of Americans 
was to recognize the inviolable right of the United States to protect its citizens, and their interests 
against unwarranted attack. Yet for many there persists underlying questions, and doubts. Was 
this a real or a perceived threat, or was this a story line plagiarized from the movie script Wag the 
Dog, in an attempt to shift focus away from a president's amoral behavior, or was this something 
much more insidious? An inquiry into these and other related questions follow. 

Events Leading up to the Attack 

During 1996, accordmg to the Sudanese Ambassador to the United Nations, Osama bin 
Laden was expelled from the territory of Sudan under intense pressure from the U.S. 
Government. During the negotiations, the Americans were apprised that Mr., bin Laden wished 
to go to Afghanistan to take up residence. The American response, according to the Sudanese 
ambassador, requires examination, 'We do not care where he goes, or what you do with him, so 
long as he does not go to Somalia." 

The American Government, was fiilly apprised by the government of the Sudan as to the 
timetable and travel plans of Osama bin Laden, yet took no steps to apprehend him. Why? At 
that time, Mr, bin Laden was well known to the intelligence community who had suspected his 
direct or indirect participation in a number of terrorist attacks. In consideration of the foregoing, 
we can only assume that Mr., bin Laden was seen as a low priority target by U.S. intelligence 
officials, an assessment that now appears to seriously, contradict recent statements emanating 
from U.S. Administration officials. 

Many have questioned the Draconian method used to strike against Osama bin Laden. 
Was there a better way? Mir Aimal Kansi, who stands accused of killing CL\ employees at a 
government facility in McLean, Virginia, sought refiige in the remote south east border country 
between Baluchistan and Afghanistan. Kansi was apprehended, when a reward for two million 
dollars posted for information leading to his arrest compromised his redoubt. Given the 
circumspection of the Kansi arrest, it would seem prudent that such an operation should serve as a 
blueprint for a similar operation against Mr., bin Laden. 

Saudi Arabia has a long history of financial support for Afghanistan and the Taliban. And 
though aid has been rescinded from time-to-time, mainly over disputes in policy and execution, it 
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has occurred to many observers that the Saudis who have denounced Osama bin Laden, and 
stripped him of his citizenship, could easily have provided a non-military solution for his 
neutralization. As a pre-condition for aid, SaiidS officials could have, for example, demanded Mr., 
bin Laden' s expulsion. 

U.S. Secretary of State Madeleine Albright, reiterated recently that she and U,N. 
Ambassador Bill Richardson, routinely demanded that Taliban leaders expel or turn over Mr., bin 
Laden to U.S. authorities, and that they failed to do so. However, the Clinton Administration 
chose not to recognize the Taliban as a government, despite the fact that over ninety percent of 
Afghan territory is under their control. Nevertheless, in the spirit of cooperation, Taliban officials 
routinely advised U.S. officials that if they were provided with documentary evidence to support 
the allegations against Osama bin Laden, they would take the necessary measures (jirga) to solve 
the problem. Mr., bin Laden, they said, "could be tri^ in a third, neutral venue under OIC 
jurisdiction and protection, if he is found to be guilty, he shall be punished, if he is found to be 
innocent of all charges, he will thra be free to return to Afghanistan," Contrary to the spirit of 
their negotiation, the U.S., arbitrarily chose not to provide documentary evidence, yet continued 
unilaterally to press for Mr., bin Laden's expulsion into the hands of U.S. authorities. 

Extradition treaties can only be negotiated betwwn countries that recognize one another 
and share diplomatic relations. Notwithstanding the fact that many U.S. officials are ignorant of 
or indifferent to centuries-old Af^ban tradition and culture {Pushtunwcdi), Secretary Albright 
could have been more circumspect in her remarks to Taliban officials. To characterize officials of 
another country as "despicable,'1s unstatesmanlike and is not conducive to positive discourse. 

In recognition of the foregoing, it would appear that U.S. officials embarked on a course 
of action which can only be construed as recklessness, recklessness in a sense that non-military 
means to secure an arrest were routinely ignored, means which had been successfiil m the Kansi 
matter, and recklessness in that diplomatic channels to resolve the matter were subordinated to 
the bellicosity, and arrogance of the U.S. Secretary of State. 

Unanswered Questions 

Why were the American people not apprise of the fact that Osama bin Laden was a 
member of Saudi Intelligence {Mukfmbarat), aiKi that in a sanctioned capacity had worked in 
tandem with the CIA to facilitate the recruitment of Arab nationals to fi^t against the Soviets in 
Afghanistan? 

Why was the net worth and finandal empire of Osama bin laden, greatly-inflated by the 
Clinton Administration, when it is generally known that he was disinherited by his billionaire 
parents and lost most of his reported wealth in high risk, unsound business enterprises in the 
Sudan? 

Why, if terrorism is unequivocally the intended target of unilateral military action, were 
Syria and Iran, exempt from punitive strikes by U.S. cruise-missiles? Both Iran and Syria, are 
known, certifiable exporters of state-sponsored terrorism. 

Why have the military facilities located in Paktia, which were constructed during the Ji^ml 
period by the U.S. Government, and now utilize by the Taliban to train soldiers for the current 
conflict md security concerns, been routinely present^ to the American public as proof of the 
existence of terrorist training camps? Satellite imagery of these facilities, as well as vintage, 
Soviet- Afghan War photographs and vidw, are misrqjresrated to the public as current 
photographs of '^terrorist training camps" by the broadcast networks, print-media, and the U.S. 
Government. The images, they say, provide "hard evidence'* that a terrorist-training network 
exists on Afghan soil, under the administration and finance of Osama bin Laden. 

Why does the Clinton Administration insist that they are in possession of 'liard evidence'' 
which certifies that the Ashifa manufacturing facility in Sudan was processing a key ingredient for 
VX nerve gas, and was a government owned facility? Daniel Pearl, for the Wall Street Journal^ 
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24 August 1998, "Sudan Plant's Apparent Owner Has No Known Extremist Ties/' writes: "Salah 
ad-EHn Idris, (the owner) personal friend of the Royal family is a partner in at least one business 
with Saudi billionaire Mohammed Amoudi, who recently bankrolled an investment conference in 
Ethiopia co-sponsored by a White House-connected law firm Akin, Gump, Strauss, Hauer & 
Peld." A British engineer who worked at the Ashifa facility, told the Wall Street Journal " the 
plant could not produce chenwcal or bacteriological weapons, impossible," he said. 

"It's a pro-American network, there's no doubt about it," said one former business 
associate of Mr. Idris, current owner of the Ashifa, pharmaceutical facility 'The Clinton' 
Administration's choice of targets is at least likely to raise concerns among the U.S.'s Arab 
aUies." 

Why has the Administration withheld information about the significant numbers of 
stridently, anti-West Arab militants who form the ranks of Abdurrab Rasul Sayyaf ? 

Why has the Administration not retaliated against Massoud for smuggling arms to Somali 
warlords aboard Ariana- Afghan aircraft from 1992-1995? The arms in question were used to kill 
U.S. military personnel, as well as tens-of-thousands of Somali civilians, is this not an act of 
terrorism? 

Why did the Administration cite the tragedy of Algeria as corroboration of Osama bin 
Laden's terrorist network, when it has been disclosed recently that the massacres of scores of 
civilians were by the hands of the Algerian government in an eflFort to discredit a social movement 
and to ensure popular submission to an illegitimate government? 

Why has the Administration ignored the export of state-sponsored terrorism from Iran? A 
State Department report indicates that Tehran has been behind at least a thousand deaths of 
"enemies of the state" since 1979, and that 'Iranian Revolutionary Guards (Pasdaran) are known 
to be training a variety of subversives, including dissidents from Egypt, Algeria, Tunisia, Eritrea, 
Uganda, and elsewhere." (Source: U.S. Department of State.) 

Why does the Administration ignore Israeli defiance of 69 United Nations Security 
Council resolutions, while threatening to bomb Iraq for the same transgressions? 

Why does the U.S. Government continue to cover up the premeditated, Israeli air and 
naval attack on a U.S. vessel on 8 June 1967, during the Sbc Day Arab-Israeli War, killing 34 and 
wounding 171 U.S. Navy personnel? 

An amalgam of evidence has been collected and presented to the American people and the 
world in justification of a senseless and unwarranted attack on the sovereignty of two nations. 
The attack, by a member country, on 20 August 1998, was without benefit of United Nations 
sanction or discourse. The circumstantial evidence, some of which, has been the subject of this 

inquiry, fails to hold up under critical examination. 

The U.S. Administration, as part of their evidentiary presentation, has resorted to 
certifiable, anti-Muslim, and anti-Taliban commentators and journalists to make their case. A case 
in point is journalist Steven Emerson, who applauded the attack on Afghanistan. Many will recall 
Mr.. Emerson's gratuitous commentary immediately following the Oklahoma City bombing 19 
April 1995. Emerson: 'This was done with the intent to inflict as many casualties as possible. 
That is a Middle Eastern trait." Moreover, Steven Emerson, has called on the Administration to 
regulate and/or disband all Muslim cultural organizations in the U.S. He is also a paid lobbyist 
and publicist of several Jewish lobbying groups in the United States. Curiously, his background 
information was withheld from broadcast and print media constituents by government handlers 
who characterized Mr.. Emerson, disingenuously, as simply a writer who specializes in Middle 
East affairs. 

Predictably, the Jamiat prevaricators, Wali Massoud, Rawan Farhadi, Massoud Khalili, 
and Daoud Nfir were assembled courtesy of their long-time associates at CNN: Richard 
Mackenzie and Peter Amett, to dissemble the truth about Afghanistan in general, and about 
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Taliban in particular. Seizing the moment, Wali Massoud, brother of Ahmad Shah, said during an 
interview on BBC, 'The U.S. did a good thing, but they should bomb Kandahar, there are many 
terrorist camps there." Rawan Farhadi, Rabbani and Massoud' s chief prevaricator and counsel to 
the UN also praised the attack, characterizing Taliban as sub-human and backward people. It has 
also been learned that Rawan Farhadi, provided a false and misleading intelligence report to 
American officials, a report that precipitated the attack on his own country. Massoud Khalili, 
during an interview on BBC stated "America did little to dislodge terrorism, the center of 
terrorism is in Kandahar." Yet, neither BBC nor CNN failed to alert the viewers about the 
political orientation of this assemblage of sycophants, many, of course, will recall Farhadi's 
comments following the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. " The Soviet Union has done a positive 
thing for the people of Afghanistan." And the last of the CNN news "experts" to praise the U S 
for the attack was an incoherent, Daoud Mir, former Jamiat charge ' d* affaires at the Paris 
Embassy. Mr. Nfir, was recently implicated in the theft of eighty kilograms of emeralds from his 
associates. 

The next category of counter-terrorism "experts" were from industry and academia. 
All had one thing in common, none had ever left so much as a footprint on Afghan soil A 
statement from a professor of the prestigious. Naval War College, is a classic example of the 
ignorance and ineptitude of the so-called "experts." 'The United States should assist Ahmad 
Shah Massoud, who stands in Panjsher with 25,000 battle-hardened troops ready to liberate 
Afghanistan from the extremist Taliban." This moronic statement stands by itself! 

The sad irony is, that most hard-working Americans have precious little time to analyze or 
question the reportage emanating from ABC, CBS, and NBC. Much of the news today, presented 
by "HoUywood-type" anchors, can only be characterize as theater, and is genially in tandem 
with and sympathetic to the positions held by the government. As a result, many Americans have 
fallen victim to a vicious propaganda machine which, on 20 August 1998, sought to de-humanize 
the people of Afghanistan and Sudan to justify a naked act of aggression by the Government of 
the United States. In all this tragic discourse, not a single journalist had the intestinal fortitude to 
mention that Afghanistan has not ever in its history countenanced the export of terrorism, not 
even during the brutal Soviet occupation. 

Once before, in another dark moment in U.S. ffistory, many will remember the Tonkin 

Gulf Resolution, a total fabrication by the U.S. Government that led to war in Vietnam, at a cost 
of millions of lives, civilian and military. Suffice it to say, 'Those who ignore history are doomed 
to repeat it," as the recent U.S., unilateral, punitive-expedition into Afghanistan and Sudan attests. 

Cause and Effect 

There are many theories as to what may have precipitated the attack on Afghanistan and 
Sudan. We must, I believe, accept with reservation the Clinton Administration's "strike at the 
infrastructure of terrorism" theory. If terrorism were the true and intended target, and, as the 
Administration claims, they suspected that Osama bin Laden was unplicated m the attack on 
Dhobar Towers, an American facility located in Saudi Arabia, why have they waited eighteen 
months to launch a counter-strike? Various U.S. Administrations have known for some time of 
the role of Syria and Iran in the financing and logistical planning of attacks on various American 
interests, yet they have taken no action. Why? 

Many are convinced of the Wag the Dog hypothesis. And while there are startling 
parallels between the conunand and control of "Monica"missiles and 'Tomahawk" missiles in 
both the Hollywood and Washmgton scripts, many believe that something much more insidious 
has been the rationale behind the recent cruise-missile attacks. 

One theory that continues to be re-visited by analysts and skeptics alike, mvolves a quid 
pro quo between the United States, Russia, and Iran. At the core of the hypothesis, is the defeat 
of the Taliban movement. For Russia and Iran, who have invested tens-of-billions of dollars to 
defeat the Taliban, notwithstanding their editorializing about the dangers of Islamic 
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fundamentalism, the motive-force was, and is, trade. A Taliban victory, in all probability, equates 
to the construction of a pipeline through Afghan territory - a major economic loss for both Russia 
and Iran. For the Americans, rapprochement with Iran, and Russian acquiescence to the 
expansion of NATO into Eastern Europe - equivocates to tens-of-billions of dollars in new 
defense acquisitions, benefiting U S defense firms, represents the other side of the equation. 

The U.S. missile attack has, within hours, prompted UNOCAL to cancel plans for the 
construction of the pipeline through Afghanistan - and in a peripheral matter, the attack has 
strengthened the hand and voices of those in the UN and elsewhere, who would deny the Taliban 
a seat in the United Nations General Assembly. A very serious matter for the Taliban and the 
people of Afghanistan. 

Fallout 

The collateral dangers inherent with unilateral military action are legion. Of mounting 
concern, is that Russia and Iran, both of whom have amassed troops on Afghanistan's Northern 
and Western borders, may now seize upon the U.S. precedent as license for military incursions 
under the camouflage of combating '"terrorism." Russia recently provided Massoud with twelve 
of the latest generation of "Hokum" combat helicopters. And both Russia and Iran have been 
threatening to take action against the advancing Taliban forces

The Truth about Terrorism 

The term '"terrorism" came into use at the end of the eighteenth century, primarily 
referring to violent acts of governments designed to ensure popular submission. That concept is 
plainly of little benefit to the practitioners of state terrorism, who, holding power, are in a position 
to control the system of thought and expression. The original sense has therefore been 
abandoned, and the term ""terrorism" has come to be applied mainly to acts by individuals or 
groups. Whereas the term was once applied to emperors who molest their own subjects and the 
world, it is now restricted to [those] who molest the powerful. 

For the purpose of this inquiry, we will use the term ""terrorism" to refer to the threat or 
the use of violence to intimidate or coerce (generally for political expediency), whether it is the 
wholesale terrorism of the state or the terrorism of the individual or group/s. 

Within the '"politically correct" lexicon of government oflBcials and diplomats, it is 
important to note that an act of terrorism enters the canon only if it is committed by ""their side," 
not ours. Consider, for example, the public relations campaign around ""international terrorism" 
launched in early 1981 by the Reagan Administration. The major text was a book by Clake 
Sterling, which offered ingenious proof that international terrorism was a ""Soviet-inspired" 
instrument '"aimed at the destabilization of Western democratic society," however in the 
contemporary vernacular, the newly coined instrument of destabilization has become ""Islamic 
fundamentalism." Yet one cannot but note the irony manifest with the demise of the Soviet Union 
- brought about by the unfaltering courage of Afghanistan - a Muslim nation. 

As Western leaders attempt to forge a New World Order, trans-national Islam has 
increasingly come to be regarded as the new global monolithic enemy of the West: "To some 
Americans, searching for a new enemy against whom to test our mettle and power, after the death 
of communism, Islam is the preferred antagonist. But, to declare Islam an enemy of the United 
States and the West is to declare a second Cold War that is unlikely to end in the same resounding 
victory as the first."

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The Many Faces of Terrorism 

In the real world, the story is different. The major victims of international terrorism in the 
past several decades have been: the Afghan people, the Palestinian people, the inhabitants of 
Lebanon, the Kurdish people, the Bosnian Muslims, the Albanians, and the citizens of Iraq, yet 
none of this counts by Western, definition. When Israel bombs Palestinian refugee camps, or 
deploys its military in tandem with a Christian militia to massacre several hundred Lebanese, men, 
women and children - often without even a pretense of "reprisal" - or sends its troops into

And is it not an act of terrorism, when the 
Russian military kills, with impunity, tens-of-thousands of Chechen civilians under the camouflage 
of "combating terrorism?" Most are stunned and outraged by the fact that not one of the above 
cited cases were portrayed by the media and/or their respective [democratic] governments as 
terrorism! ! 

Terrorism is what ''Others'' do. 'We'' do not practice Terrorism 

By what logic does an attack on an Israeli settlement by a lone Palestmian youth constitute 
an act of terrorism, when the murder of forty MusUms at prayer m a mosque by an Israeli soldier, 
does not? The stunning hypocrisy manifest in these and countless other cases are legion. The 
issue of alleged terrorism emanating fi-om the Islamic world and the proper response for the 
democracies that defend civilized values remains a leading topic of concern and debate, as 
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Ulustrated by niimerous books, conferences, articles and editorials, and television commentary. 
Insofar as any large or elite public can be reached, the discussion strictly observes the principles 
just enunciated: attention is restricted to the terrorism of Muslims, not that of the Western states 
and their clients... 

In recognition of the foregoing, were an impartial tribunal commissioned to adjudicate the 
question of terrorism; a weU-reasoned case could be made in which the so-called international 
network of terrorism is headquartered not in the caves and mountains of Afghanistan, (contrary to 
public perception), but in the capital cities of the United States, Russia, and Israel... 

While there are few among us that would condone a single act of terrorism against the 
innocent - we must come to grips with the reality that the leading practitioners of terrorism in the 
real world are nations - not individuals or groups.. .

On Aug. 22, 1998, die annual membership meeting of the Afg^ian Medical Association 
of America (AMAA) coincided with the recent cruise missile attack on Afghanistan. The 
members attending the meeting felt this act was a violation of the sovereignty of the 
country that sacrificed more than one million people to keep its fireedom during the 
invasion by the former Soviet Union. The Afgjian people were grateful for the logistic and 
humanitarian support by the United States during the Soviet invasion. 

As you know, Mr. President, the Soviet invasion was followed with destruction of the 
whole nation by means of destroying the economic, social and physical structures. There 
were abuses of basic human ri^ts, the creation of the world largest refugee population and 
loss of the human life, specifically the intellectuals and educated Af^ans. Unfortunately, 
after the withdrawal of the soviet forces, neighboring countries including Russia continued 
to interfere in internal affairs of Afj^anistan by creating and or supporting Afghan factions 
to further the destruction of the country while the United States seemed oblivious. The US 



had forgotten the sacrifices the Afghan people made for their fireedom and their cause of 
democracy, which the whole world benefited firom after the fall of the Soviet Empire. 

The current Afghan situation is the byproduct of the Soviet invasion, the Western 
world's reaction, specifically the US government, and other foreign interference, rather than 
caused by the people of Afghanistan where its majority consists of innocent hungry sick 
children, women and old people without representation at this time.

We request the US government to reconsider its policies towards Afj^anistan, and we 
need your help to accomplish the democracy, peace, and prosperity with freedom. 

We respectfully request your response as soon as possible.

The gratuitous commentary manifest in "A Conflicted Strategy on the Taliban," by Shireen 
T. Hunter, Commentary, 25 September, represents an egregious breach of ethics in journalism and 
cannot remain unchallenged. 

In her treatise, Ms Hunter asserts that the Taliban have the duwt or indirect support of the 
U.S. In fact, nothing could be fiirther from the truth. The U.S. has steadfastly lobbied against 
recognition of the Taliban government within the world and UN communities, and more recently 
have induced Saudi Arabia under immense pressure to withdraw diplomatic and financial support 
from the Taliban as well. Moreover, the unilateral military strike against Afghanistan by the 
United States, while not directed specifically against Taliban, has sent a signal to the world 
community to disengage from the TaHban. And while Ms Hunter is correct in pointing out that 
the Taliban receive support from Pakistan, there is no recognition in her narrative of the massive 
infusion of military support for the anti-Taliban alliance by Russia and Iran. 

Contrary to the facts, Ms HutAer warns of a religious war between the Sunni and Shi'i 
sects of Afghanistan. HowevCT, evidentiary support of a Taliban declaration of a Sunni/Shi'i 
conflagration just does not exist. Shi'i and Sunni have traditionally co-existed peacefiilly in 
Afghanistan. Ms Hunter writes that 'Taliban has also raised the specter of war with Iran." 
This is, I believe, in reference to the killing of so-called Iranian "diplomats" in Mazar-I Sharif 
The first question we must ask ourselves, who were they, and were they, as Iran and Ms Hunter 
assert, diplomats or intelligence operatives engaged in directing the war against the Taliban from 
their redoubt m the North. When Iran maintained an embassy in Kabul, three career diplomats 
were assigned to it, yet we are expected to believe that a tiny consulate requires eleven diplomats 
and thirty-five drivers. New evidence suggests that the "diplomats" in question were engaged in 
directing smaD-arms fire upon the advancing Taliban and were killed in the fighting. 

Regarding the alleged mass killing of Shi'i soldiers m Mazar at the hands of Taliban 
forces. Mullah Muhammad Omar, the Taliban leader, has routinely asked for an UN inquiry into 
this and other allegations that have arisen m the fighting for control of Bamiyan. Yet the question 
of the 3000 Taliban prisoners of war murdered in Sherberghan by General Abdul Malik, of the 
Northern Alliance, who would also be representative of her *1)road-based" government ideal, was 
not addressed by Ms Hunter. Malik, a war criminal, has been granted asylum by Iran who has 

refused extradition overtures by the Taliban. 

The question of the rights of women, as enumerated by Ms Hunter, is contrary to my 
personal experience in Afghanistan. As recently as November, 1997, 1 observed active 
educational facilities for giris in Kandahar, Kabul, Laghman and Jalalabad. I also witnessed scores 
of women engaged in routine domestic endeavors in the respective marketplaces of those cities. 
In contrast, prior to the takeover of the capital city by the Taliban, the soldiers of the so-called 
Northern Alliance routinely murdered, raped, pillaged, and forcibly evicted from thdr homes the 
citizens of Kabul. This, to reiterate, is the elemental makeup of Ms Hunter's ideal, a 'troad- 
based" government paradigm which she advocates for the people of Afghanistan. 

The assertion that a single ethnic group/govemmait (in this case to mean Pashtun) cannot 
reflect egalitarianism simply belies the facts. Historically, successive Afghan governments have 
been all-inclusive. What the Taliban object to, and rightfully so, is the inclusion within the 
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government of a criminal element in the form of former communists and collaborators, many of 
whom dominate the ranks of the Northern Alliance. Contrary to Ms Hunter's commentary, within 
the Taliban power structure there are representative ethnic groups other than Pashtun. 

There is no statistical evidence to support Ms Hunter's contention that " A Taliban 
government could become a source of instability in Central Asia as it tries to export its brand of 
radical Islam." Were this an objective commentary, Ms Hunter would disclose that certain 
members of the Iran-supported, Northern Alliance were involved in the illegal transfer of arms to 
Somalia's warlords aboard Ariana-Afghan aircraft between 1992-1995. Moreover, Taliban has 
repeatedly stated that it has no extra-territorial ambitions. 

On the issue of human rights, Ms Hunter focuses her remarks on the rights of women. 
While of critical anportance, the issue of human rights in Afghanistan must encompass the rights 
of the people as a whole. We must be concerned with the welfare of all of the people, not just 
with the issue of women. What Ms Hunt«- does not articulate, is that the people of Afghanistan 
have endured twenty years of war, and numy of the institutions and governmental services that we 
in the West take for granted have been temporarily suspended in Af^ianistan due to the war. And 
furthermore, conspicuous by its absence is any discussion incorporated into the text of the horror 
that became the fate of Kabul and its citizenry under the Rabbani/Massoud regime, a regime that 
would manifest itself as part of a plan for a "broad-based" government under Ms Hunter's ideal 
model. 

While Ms Hunter laments the juxtaposition of Iran and Russia in her discussion of the 
politics of trade in the event of a Taliban success, were there genuine humanitarian concerns, an 
argument in support of the TalibanAJNICAL agreement which incorporates the interdependency 
of trade in the contort of human rights in Afghanistan, would have been articulated. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Taliban have restored law and order in the areas under their 
control for the first time in decades, Ms Hunto'^s commentary appears to be representative of a 
"politicaUy correct" idiom, an emerging genre in which the defeat of the Taliban is central and 
which in turn denies the Afghan people of their inalienable right to choose their own government. 

For the past twelve years, I have been actively engaged in Afghanistan research for the 
purpose of producing two books. Explicit in my research, is the fact that Iran and Russia, aided 
and abetted by the United Nations, Western governments, the media, and more recently, feminist 
organizations, have plotted to promote ethnic and religious instability in Afghanistan for the 
express purpose of economic exploitation. Recently, for example, a national feminist organization 
based in Washington, D.C., was found to be involved in an effort to block the recognition of the 
Taliban government in the United Nations General Assembly, and that a portion of their funding 
originated in Iran. It is time for Ms Hunter, and those who would deny the will of the Afghan 
people to forsake political orientation and rally around the Afghan people in their tune of need.

Ulhat worries the Afghan communities Is that the lack of a 
strong warning from the U.N. against Iranian prouocatlons may encourage 
the Iranian gouernment to inuade Afghan territory, life are certain you would 
agree that the consequences of a miscalculation by Iran will be enormous. 

UJe ore apprehensiue about an imminent attack by the Iranian forces 
against Afghanistan. The crises in LUashington.may diuert worid attention 
from this pending threat. u;e write to ask for immediate action by the U.N. 
on this urgent issue to auert a possible deepening of crises becoming a war 
between Iran and Afghanistan.

Dear Secretary Albright: 



Ule respectfully want you to know that any decision taken by the 
members of the so-called sIh plus two which is scheduled to meet on 
September 21, 1998 at the U.N., consisting of the U.S., Aussia, China, Pakistan, 
Iran, Tajekistan, Turkmenstan, and Uzbekistan will be considered an 
interference in the internal affairs of Afghanistan and will not be binding on 
the Afghan people , especially without their representatiue being present and 
agreeing to the outcome of the proceedings. Some members of this so-called 
siH plus two haue put osbtacles toward formal recognition of the Islamic 
gouernment of Afghanistan by the U.N. This de facto gouernment controls ouer 



95 per cent of the country luith the support and consent of the Afghan people. 
Clearly, discussions of issues surrounding Afghanistan are useless without 
formal recognition of its gouernment. 

Ule hope that at least this meeting will be able to put a stop to the 
prouocations and threat of inuasion by Iran against Afghanistan. 
Interferences of some members of the so-called siH plus two in the internal 
affairs of Afghanistan haue constituted the root causes of the present crises. 
If this group wishes to discuss the deaths of the Iranians in Mazr-i-Shorif, it 
should also deliberate the reuenge killings of 56 innocent Afghan refugees 
who were murdered by the agents of the gouernment of Iran acting as mob in 
Isfahan and elsewhere in Iran recently according to the media. lUe are deeply 
concerned about the well being of 1.4 million Afghan refugees still in Iran. The 
gouernment of Iran must prouide guarantees for their security and safe 
return to Afghanistan. 

U/e are appalled by, and must reject the U.N. Security Council 
Aesolution 1 193, which without sending a fact finding mission to Afghanistan 
and especially to the areas in northern Afghanistan such as Maimana, Mazar- 
i-Sharif and other small and large towns and country side asking the Afghan 
people about facts and their wishes, 'condemns', 'deplores', and shows 
'concerns' about the recent euents in Afghanistan calling them a ''threat to 
regional and international peace and security". Ulhy should the wishes of the 

Afghan people clearly eHpressed through their support of the Taleban 
mouement aimed at getting rid of anarchy and total lawlessness within the 
borders of Afghanistan pose a threat to regional security, let alone to 
international security? The U.N. should protect the rights of the Afghan people 
after suffering for years as a result of the Souiet inuasion. and now suffering 
from the effects of foreign interferences whose sole aim has been for the 
ciuii war In Afghanistan to continue so that the proposed gas and oil pipelines 
will not go through Afghanistan and the Afghan gouernment will not demand 
war reparations. The calls for human rights in Afghanistan by these countries 
haue been hypocritical since the handful of indiuiduals, such as Aabbani, 
Dostum , Massoud, Malik, Khalill, and others such as Hekmatyar, that these 
countries haue supported with euery means, haue committed the worst 
crimes against the Afghan people. 

The U.N. sources themseiues estimate that fighting among these 
indiuiduals were responsible for the death of 60,000 in Kabul during 1992- 
1996, where 600,000 were also made homeless, and 70 per cent of the city 
was in ruins before the Taleban mouement liberated Kabul in September, 
1996. For the past two years northern Afghanistan and especially Mazar-i- 
Sharif were uictimized by these indiuiduals whose only agenda since 1992 has 
been personal power at the ewpense of the Afghan people. No wonder the 
foreign enemies of the Afghan people haue been supporting these indiuiduals 
to carry their agendas also. 
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Returning to the Iran generated crises, me are eHtremeiy disappointed 
by the behauior of the Iranian leaders and their gouernment. Just three days 
ago a mass grave uias discovered on the outskirt of Mazar-i-Sharif containing 
the remains of 900 Taieban prisoners held in Mazar-i-Sharif last May 1997. 
There is direct evidence that Hezb-i-Ulahdat, fully backed by the government 
of Iran was responsible for the massacres, so reports Human Rights Ulatch. 
More importantly ask the people of Mazar-i-Sharif and they uiiii tell you that 
there mas linkage of these atrocities mith the so-called Iranian "diplomats", 
the Iranians kneui about the massacres of the Taieban and did nothing to stop 
them. There is evidence that these so-called diplomats informed their 
government In Tehran about the massacres and the Iranian government said 
nothing about them to Hezb-i-Ulahdat, on the contrary Iran gave asylum to 
General Malik and his brother mho mere also involed in the massacre of 3,000 
Taieban prisoners during May, 1997. The government of Iran should ansmer to 
the morld about these events and the role that Iran has played in them. 

On Rugust 8, 1998 the Taieban liberated Mazar-i-Sharif and captured 
tmo planes full of Iranian made meapons intended for the Hezb-i-IDhadat 
according to the Nem Vork Times. The Taieban army also captured tmenty five 
Iranian truck loads of meapons that mere being delivered to the northern 
mariords. Iran called these ^'humanitarian aid" and the Iranian "diplomats" at 
the consulate mere in charge of distributing these arms . Our independent 
sources in Mazar-i-Sharif confirm these events. 



The morid community through the U.N. and fairminded governments 
through out the civilized morid must condemn the threats of invasion by the 
government of Iran, and marn Iran to stop threatening the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Afghanistan and pull its troops amay from Afghan 
borders. If there are political issues, or concerns about other issues such as 
the rights of Shia minority, or other minorities, that these issues must be 
discussed mith the government of Afghanistan. 

The establishment of an elective permanent government in Afghanistan 
that mill represent all segments of Afghan society, mhich seems to be implied 
in the argument for a broad based government so often mentioned by outside 
sources, is a goal that the Taieban movement has espoused and promised the 
Afghan people. Homever, this, or any other issue can not be dictated from 
foreign sources. The Afghan people mill not tolerate this and me fully support 
the mishes and aspirations of the Afghan people.
